The Story of Mn £ye WltneM. 


BOSTON, March It. Martin Lynch, sub- 


foreman of the West Roxbury paving de- 
partment, was at we rk yesterday morning 
with a gang of five men cutting willows. 
Tha party was stationed 630 feet from the 
bridge and on the southeast side of it, and 
every man had nn a^e. Said Mr. Lynch, 
this morning:
